And Molcs had the like 
occaſion.,as heliued, when {kant any in the worlde belee- 
yed that the world was created, or ruled by God, or that 
any God was. Lefle did they thinke of the ſtate. and con- 
dition, in which the wicked Spirites or ſoules arc in cter- 
nall chaynes and darknes with paynes: which ſtateas they

ſpeach. Andlikewile for the ſtate of ioye, the portion of 
the faithfull in the ſight of Gods glorie : the wicked world 
knewe itnot:and therefore had no terme forit.

The ſouldiour buried by Elyſeus was dead : but whe- 
ther his ſoule had fully left the body, that may be further 
enquired: Our Lord being dead, had not his ſoule reſting 
inthe dead body, but voyde of all controverſie, it went to 
the worlde of the ſoules , through the tabernacle of his 
fleſhe , and to paradiſe: the ioye of happy ſoules. Which 
thing to teſtifiie, ſome of them returned to this world. The

Nehemias repeateth that terme in honourof Danzel, & me- 
morie of him. Butofall, Ezr4 is moſt herein, whoſe whole 
worke of the Chronicles is infinite much inthe very ſylla- 
bles of the former: and when he changerth the phraſe, that 
change hath great vie, and ſhould bee marked ina tranſla- 
tion. Such is the newe Teſtament: whoſe firſt oration fa- 
ſteneth to the laſt ſpeach of the olde. For Gabriel to Zacha- 

rie beginneth the newe Teſtament where the olde ended. 
And this ſhould haue made the Church to haue hid the 
hidde Apogrypha, according to their name : and neuer to 
haueletthem ſeethe ſunne of the Church. They breake 
the chayne: and make monſtrous all the body of the Te- 
ſtament, abſolute withoutit : and not admitting any word 
of it: for language to any one [etter,nor to any witin ſtyle, 
articles or ſtorie. Infinite much of the Newe Teſtament 
might haue in the margent the Ebrew which it triſlateth.
